Usually when people receive an 
invitation to a banquet they ac- 
cept that invitation, but these 
people without exception made 
excuse. I.say, this parable seems 
to be untrue to life, yet it is not. 
You and I are invited to a great 
supper. We are-invited to eat 
heavenly manna and drink water 
that springs up into life. eternal. 
Yet everywhere I have been to 
preach the gospel I find some- 
body making some fool excuse for 
not accepting Christ. If I should 
come to every one of -you who is 
not a Christian And ask you why 
you are not a Christian, you 
would give me some crazy, fool 
excuse for rejecting Jesus. But I 
do not care what your excuse 
may be-—-that very excuse is 4 
atrong reason why you ought to 
be a Christian. 

The Prosperous Man 
The first man of the parable 


said, “I have bought a piece of 
ground and I must needs go and 
see it.” If I were going to buy 
a piece of ground, I would look

I have 
preached on “Power to the Faint,” 
amd discouraged preachers, tired 
mothers, wearied - business men 
have found the perfect source of 
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strength for all the harried and 
burdened Christians in the world. 


So now at last I have felt led 
of God to prepare a book par- 
ticularly for the purpose of com- 
forting and cheering up Christians.

Re- 


cently a prominent Jewish author declared, “I have been on 
the point of baptism several times . . . the eyes of Jesus have 
followed me for years.” And Rabbi Solomon B. Freehof says, 
“The personality of Jesus was such that His sonship to God 
was manifestly evident. He is still the Living Comrade of 
countless lives. No Moslem ever sings: ‘Mohammed, Lover: 
of My Soul,’ nor does any Jew ever say of Moses, ‘I Need 
Thee Every Hour.’ . . . Christianity will always have a mes- 


sage to proclaim.” 


The need of a Saviour has ever 
been the cardinal 
mankind.

the greatest revival they have 
witnessed in many years, Dr. Mer- 
vin E. Rosell closed a campaign 
in the San Fernando Valley in 
California which ran for. three 
weeks in June. Conducted by 
Christ for Greater Los Angeles, 
who have been promoting union 
meetings for the past four or five 
years in the metropolitan area in 
and around Los Angeles, this was 
one of the most successful en- 
deavors in their experience. In 
a tent located in the center of 
the Valley, churches from the fol- 
lowing communities participated in 
this meeting: North Hollywood, 
Burbank, Van Nuys, Roscoe, Sher- 
man Oaks, Reseda, Canoga Park, 
San Fernando, Sunland ang Tu- 
junga. A large delegation of these 
pastors was on the platform each 
night.

at it before 1 paid for it, but this 
man has bought the ground and 
now he is going to see if it is any 
good. Of all people in the world 
who ought to accept the invita- 
tion to eat bread in the kingdom 
of God it is the man whom God 
has blessed materially . This man 
was invited to an earthly ban- 
quet, but Jesus had <eference to 
a heavenly banquet when He told 
the parable. 

This man is typical of many 
who excuse themselves from the 
invitation to the heavenly ban- 
quet by saying, “I have bought 
some ground,” or “I nave bought 
some stock,” or “I have bought 
some bonds and my time is occu- 
pied with material things.” I re- 
peat—of all people who ought to 
accept Jesus Christ, it is the man 
whom God has blessed materially 
-—-and in one sense this includes 
us all. We live in God’s world; 
we eat God's food: we drink 
God’s water and live a life that 
God made. I think the most con- 
temptple person on earth is an 
ingrate-—_the man who will receive 
blessings at my hand but when I 
need him, turns a cold shoulder 
—a man who will receive the 
blessings of God but has no appre- 
ciation to God for them. 


The Working Man 

The second man of the parable 
said, “I have bought five yoke of 
oxen and I must needs go and 
prove them.” Of all the people 
who ought to accept the Lord Je- 
sus Christ it is those typified by 
this man. He was a _ working 
man. ~Jesus says, “Come _ unto 
me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” Of all people, no one needs 
God more than the working man. 
Jesus Christ wants to bear your 
burdens. “Casting all your care 
upon him, for He careth for you,” 
Suppose I should go down the 
street with a heavy load on my 
shoulder. You come along in an 
automobile and ask me if I would 
like to ride. I get in the car 
and we. go down the street but 
you notice that I still have the 
load on my shoulder. You say, 
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“Why don’t you put your load 
down on the floor of the car or on 
the back seat?” I say, “You 
have been so good to give me this 
ride, I am not going to ask you 
to carry my load, too.” How 
foolish that would be! Yet there 
are some Christian people who 
have not cast their cares upon 
Jesus, but if you are His, He 
carries your burden whether you 
carry it or not. How wonderful 
it is to know that it matters to 
Him concerning us! 


The Married Man 


Then of all people in the world 
who ought to acecpt the invita- 
tion to eat bread in the kingdom 
of God it is the third man in the 
parable—-the man who had just 
married a wife. It seems to me 
that a young man who had been 
eating a bride’s cooking would be 
glad of an opportunity to go out 
to supper! I have attended many 
weddings, but usually when the 
ceremony is over they go to the 
brides’ home or to the home of a 
friend for the reception and a big 
supper. But this man said, “I 
have married a wife, and there- 
fore I cannot come.” 

This may be a very good ex- 
cuse, but it seems to me to be a 
poor one. I am sure it .s not an 
acceptable excuse for rejecting 
the invitation to “eat bread in 
the kingdom of God.” Of all peo- 
ple in the world who ought to 
be a Christian it is the man who 
far just married a wife. You 
fave no right to build a home 
and bring children into the world 
unless you bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of _ the 
Lord. You have a legal right to 
do it, but you have no moral 
right. To live without God and 
to influence your children to live 
without Him is to damn _ those 
children. Jesus Christ is the. so- 
lution to the trouble and prob- 
lems of our home life. Happy is 
the home of which it can be said, 
“Jesus is the Head of this home.”’ 


All Kinds of Exuses 


As I have gone around over 
the country and dealt with peo- 
ple about their need of Christ, 
I have had them to give me all 
the excuses it is possible to give. 
Somebody says, “I would be a 
Christian but there are so many 
hypocrites in the church. There 
are hypocrites in the church, but 
that is no excuse. There are 
quack doctors, but you do not re- 
fuse to call a doctor when the 
baby is sick. There are quack 
druggists, but you do not refuse 
to get a prescription filled. There 
are quack lawyers, but you do 
not refuse to go to court when it 
is necessary. « There is counter- 
feit money, but you do not refuse 
to get your checked cashed. Then 
why in the name of common sense 
do you refuse to get your name 
identified with God because there 
are counterfeit Christians? Coun- 
terfeit money could not be passed 
on to anyone if there were not 
genuine money. And there could 
be no such thing as counterfeit 
Christians if there were no genu- 
ine Christians. If you can hide 
behind a tree, you must be small- 
er than the tree; and if you hide 
behind a hypocrite in the church, 
you must be smaller than he is. 

Hypocrites 

Somebody says, “I am just as 
good as the hypocrite in the 
church.” Is that how good you 
are? Well, Jesus said that ex- 
cept your righteousness exceed 
the righteousness of the scribes 
and pharisees, you will not enter 
into the kingdom. If you are as 
good as the hypocrite, you will go 
to Hell. Don’t misunderstand. I 
am not taking up for the hypo- 
crite. Jesus never did. When 
He found a poor woman taken in 
an act of sin He said, “Go thy 
way and sin no more. I do not 
condemn thee.” He found an- 
other poor woman who was a ter- 
rible sinner and offered to give 
her water springing up into life 
eternal. But when He stood in 
the temple and looked into the 
faces of the scribes and PfSari- 
sees, steeped in their religious 
prejudices and pride, He _ said, 
“Woe to you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! ... How can 
ye escape the damnation of hell?” 
If you do not like Hypocrisy, you 
ought to be interested in Jesus 


| Christ. He doesn’t like it, either. 


The most scathing ‘denunciations 
in the entire Bible fell from the 
lips of Jesus when He faced hyp- 
ocrites. The man who gives the 
excuse that he is not a Christi.¢ 
because of hypocrites in the 
church,, virtually” says this, ‘“Je- 
sus, that hypocrite mistreats 
You; therefore, I will spurn Your 
love and walk over Your body 
and trample upon Your blood. 
That hypocrite mistreats You; 
therefore, I, too, will mistreat 
you.” If you do not like hypoc- 
risy, then line up with Jesus 
Christ. Trust Him as your Sav- 
iour, for unless you do, you will 
spend eternity’ with hypocrites 
because every hypocrite will go to 
Hell. If you will trust the Lord 
Jesus Christ, you will never see 
another hypocrite when you get to 
Heaven. The very excuse that 
you give is a strong reason why 
you ought to be a Christian, 


Unbelievers 

Someone else says, “I would be 
a Christian, but I do not believe 
the Bible and I do not believe that 
Jesus Christ is the son of God.” 
God places the unbeliever in the 
Same class with 
thugs and sorcerers and idolators 
and liars and says that they shall 
all have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and 
brimstone. It is the fool who 
hath said in his heart, “There is 
no God.” In his head the fool 
knows there is a God. 

Sometime ago I picked up in 
my car an old man who was 
standing on the side of the road 
trying to catch a ride. The old 
fellow sat down in the front seat 
of the car. We went on down 
the highway a little farther and 
I stopped for a young man. I 
asked the old man where he was 
going and he told me he was go- 
ing to visit one of his daughters. 
He had just left the home of an- 
other daughter. He _ said his 
home was broken and his chil- 
dren scattered around over the 
country. 


I said, “Wouldn't you like to 
have your home back like it used 
to be?” 

He said, “I certainly would, but 
I can never have a home again.” 

I said, “My friend, God will 
give you a home. He will give 
you a home up beyond the stars.” 

The old man said, “I wish I 
knew that was true, but I have 
been such an awful sinner.” 

I said, “I don't care how far 
you. have gone in sin, God says, 
‘Though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow.’”’ 

We came to the forks of the 
road and I had to stop to let the 
old man out. He said he would 
trust the Lord Jesus Christ as 
His Saviour. We bowed our heads 
to have prayer and I thought of 
the young man who was on the 
back' seat. I turned around and 
asked him if he would bow his 
head and pray with us. 

The young man said, “I do not 
believe in prayer. I am an athe- 
ist. I haven't been to church in 
five years.” 

I said to him, “I would not 
stick my neck out about that. 
You are going to church someday 
in a box and they will take you 
out to the graveyard and put you 
to bed with a shovel. I would 
not brag about .t.’’ 

He said, “Well, I will duck my 
head while you pray.” And he 
“ducked lqghead” as he called it 
and we had a word of prayer. 
The old man got out and went 
down the road trusting Jesus 
Christ as a personal Saviour, 

I turned to the young man and 


said, “So you don’t believe in 
God.”’ 
He said, “No, I am an atheist.’ 


“Well,” I said, “you do not 
look like a fool to me, but you 
may be one.” I began to discuss 
creation with him. He said he 
believed in evolution. I asked 
him if he could give me one case 
of the transmutation of species. 
He said, “I don’t know what you 
are talking about.” T asked him 
for his particular theory of evo- 
lution and he said he did not 
know what I meant. After a 
while the young man said, “Well, 
there may be a God, but you are 
not going to get me to quit 
drinking liquor and I am not go- 
ing to quit doing this and that,” 
and he named his sins. 


Camouflaging 
You will find it that way with 
ninety-nine per cent of those who 
Claim to be. atheists. They are not 


thieves and 


atheists. They are just hiding 
behind that excuse. It is a camou- 
flage ang they are not willing to 


'get right with God. So they say, 


‘I do not believe” But if you are 
in doubt and don’t know what to 
believe, give God a chance. Try 
Jesus Christ. When Nathaniel 
said, “ Can any good thing come 
out of Nazareth?” Philip said, 
“Come and see.” Put Jesus Christ 
to the test. Try Him and see. If 
you do not believe, that is an indi- 
cation that you are in the dark 
and need the light. Pray, “O Lord, 
I believe. Help thou mine unbe- 
lief,’ and if your eye is single, 
your whole body shall be full of 
light. 

Feeling . 

Somebody says, “I would be a 
Christian, but I do not feel hke 
it.” That is no excuse. We can- 
not afford to go by feeling. You 
do many things that you do not 
fee] like doing, but you do them 
because it is your duty to do them. 
If you have gone on without Christ 


so long that you do not feel like |~ 


becoming a Christian, you had 
better stop ang think. You had 
better turn back before it is too 
late. Too many people are waiting 
for a feeling, but the feeling is 
the result of the fact. I have been 
saved for twenty years and I have 
never felt saved. But I have felt 
happy for twenty years to know 
that I am saved. Sam Jones said 
that feeling was moral perspira- 
tion. He said that if you get to 
work for God, then you will feel 
right. What would you think 
of a sick man who would not take 
his medicine because he says he 
feels bad? You will never feel 
like a Christian until you be- 
come one. 


No Good Reason 

I have heard all these and many 
other excuses that people give for 
rejecting Jesus Christ, but I have 
never heard a good’ reason. On 
the other hand, I could give you 
many good reasons why you ought 
to be a Christian. In the first 
place, you-owe it to yourself. You 
owe it to ‘God. You owe it to 
Jesus Christ. You. owe it to those 
around you. You ought to be a 
Christian because it is the only 
thing that is right. Someone said 
to me, “I try to do unto others 
as I would have them do unto 
me.” You cannot live up to the 
Golden Rule if you are not a 
Christian. In the first place, you 
have not treated Jesus Christ lke 
you would have Jesus Christ treat 
you. 


Every-Man a Sinner 

Every man without Jesus Christ 
has broken every commandment in 
the decalogue. “Thou shalt have 
no other gods before me.” If Jesus 
Christ is not your God, you have 
broken this commandment. And 
you have broken the second com- 
mandment because you have 
served whatever god you may 
worship. You do not have to 
have an image to-be guilty of 
idolatry. An image is merely a 
circumstance. God speaks of those 
who set up idols in their hearts. 
Your idol is your ideal. 

“Thou shalt not take the name 
of the Lorg thy God in vain.” If 
you have used the name of the 
Lord even in prayer—-unless it 
was a prayer of faith, you have 
taken His name in vain. 


Sabbath-Breakers 
“Rémember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy.” If you combed your 


‘hair last Saturday you have broken 


the fourth commandment. The old 
Jewish Sabbath began at sundown 
on Friday and continued until sun- 
down on Saturday. Jesus Christ 
is the Christian’s Sabbath. The 
word Sabbath means rest, and 
Christ is our rest. Sunday is the 
Lord's day. It is not a Sabbath. 
It is a day set apart to com- 
memorate the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It is a day 
of worship and service, and _ the 
Christian is not under ‘the law, but 
if you are without Christ, measure 
yourself by the law. You will dis- 
cover that you have broken every 
commandment. You have broken 
the fifth commandment because 
you dishonor those whose nan®\ 
you bear if you are not a Christian.

actness of language, and _ the 
name Jesus was given by God be- 
cause that is what Christ was in 
the Father's sight: The God who 
saves! He alone saves us from 
sin, from its guilt, its stain and 
its power. David states it suc- 
cinctly in Psalm 103:3, 4: “Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities; who 
healeth all thy diseases; Who re- 
deemeth thy life from destruc- 
tion.”’ 

FIRST, THE GUILT: “Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities.” 
By the guilt of sin we mean that 
the sinner is responsible for his 
own sin, that the responsibility 
for it rests upon him and not 
upon another. Every man born 
into this world is born into the 
presence of a real righteousness. 
Romans 2:15 assures us that even 
the heathen “show the work of 
the law written in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing wit- 
ness, and their thoughts the 
mean while accusing or else ex- 
cusing one another.” 


A returned missionary from 
Africa told a friend of mine that, 
in their native state, there was 
not a moral black man or woman 
in Africa. They are all im- 
moral; yet the funny thing about 
it is that each condemns _ the 
other for what he himself does. 
We, too, all know better than we 
do and this knowledge produces 
in us a sense of condemnation. 
This condemnation is not due to 
instruction, but to the very con- 
stitution of our natures. Wes- 
ley and Whitefield did more to 
prove the existence of God than 
did all theologians, and they did 
it by preaching on sin. 

Some half-baked university pro- 
fessor may try to make you be- 
lieve that there is no such thing 
as sin, that it’s all a matter of 
relativity, of lines of latitude and 
longitude; that what is all right 
in one place is wrong in another 
—but don’t fool yourself! You 
can't laugh sin off. Your con- 
science is stronger than your in- 
tellect and, rationalize as you 
may, your own nature furnishes 
within itself a witness whos 
competency you cannot ‘question 
and whose testimony you cannot 
ignore. Our conscience exerts a 
lordship from which we cannot 
escape. We can neither deny nor 
ignore it. It commands and it 
forbids and it has teeth with 
which to enforce its mandates. 
Its rewards are among the great- 
est blessings which a man can 
enjoy, and our thirty thousand 
suicides last year bear evidence 
that its punishments are the most 
intolerable agonies that a human 
soul can endure. 


There is no escape. Covered- 
up sin cannot get by, nor can we 
by rationalization escape the 
guilt which it brings. We all have 
known that a certain thing was 
right to do and another definite- 
ly wrong, and with our eyes open 
have repeatedly and deliberately 
chosen the wrong. Then _ the 
power which ceased to move us 
retreated to observe us, and there 
is no escaping that Eye. We are 
conscious that we must one day 
answer, not to ourselves nor to 
society, but to Someone! “My 
Lord Cardinal,” said the unhap- 
py French queen to Richelieu, 
“God does not pay at the end of 
every week; but at the end He 
pays!” We are men in chains, 
awaiting the *sentence of the 
Judge; as God’s Word puts it, 
“condemned already.” 

But “there is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus.” If we are in 
Him, our sentence has already 
been carried out. When Christ 
died, I died. . The Righteous was 
made sin that sinners might be 
made righteous. The Blessed 
bore the shame that the shame 
the blessing. The 
Anointed was despised that the 
despised might be anointed. The 
Holy One was rejected that the 
rejected ones might be made holy. 
The Life died that the dead 
might live. He “was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justification’; 
therefore we need not quiver be- 
fore the thaught of death, nor 
grovel in abject terror before the 
thought of coming retribution. 
The guilt is gone! Angel voices, 


as they swell their praises before 
the throne of the risen Christ, 
cannot begin to exhaust the ma- 
jesty of this theme. How, then, 
can we with human voices, re- 
stricted vocabularies, limited 
minds, sin-swept lives and pas- 
sion-swayed hearts ever worth- 
ily thank God for that matchless 
victory by which our deaths are 
changed from gruesome failures 
to eternal triumphs! 


SECOND, THE STAIN: “Who 
healeth all thy diseases.” Sin is 
a defiling thing. There is nothing 
that a noble nature abhors, more 
than shame, and the most re- 
spectable sin leaves a scar on the 
soul. Moral death is worse than 
physical, and what shall we do 
with those open sores of the past? 
I am thinking of that young man 
dying in one of our hospitals who 
cried, “Bury my influence with 
me!" Oh, the overwhelming shame 
of sin! Many a man who cares but 
little for the guilt of sin is driven 
to madness by the thought of 
being foung out. The lecherous 
person, the unfaithful, the thief, 
the liar —- how they cringe and 
plead that their wickedness be not 
brought to the light! 

“Thou shalt call his name Jesus: 
for he shall save his people from 
the shame of their sins!” The 
scourging and the crucifixion show 
us what God thinks of the guilt of 
sin, but the Father saw in it some- 
thing deeper, something horrible, 
loathsome, abominable. Need I 
tell you what God thinks of the 
shame of sin as we behold our 
Sin-Bearer subjected to spitting? 
What incredible madness is this, 
that men should spit in the face 
of God the Son? What infinite 
contempt! And yet, if He is to be 
our Sin-Bearer, He must bear the 
shame as well as the guilt. The 
sinner needs more than forgive- 
ness; he needs cleansing. A life- 
term prisoner with a fatal malady 
needs more than a pardon to thrill 
his soul; he needs a physician to 
heal him and thus give meaning 
to the pardon, 

Do you remember that indiscre- 
tion in your youth which has 
haunted you through the years? 

am sent to proclaim that Christ 
has taken care of it with a com- 
plete atonement. Do you recall 
how in a moment of time. you 
sullieqd the honor of your blame- 
less years? Do we deserve whip- 


ping? Yes, and above that 
spitting — not for what we do, 
but for what we are. But the 


blesseq Jesus bore it in our stead. 
No wonder that the converts of 
the Dutch missionaries at Malabar 
refused at first to translate the 
Word of God as given to them! 
“Power to become sons of God? 
No! No! Rather let me translate 
it, ‘To as many as received Him, 
to them gave He the privilege to 
kiss His feet!’”’ they said. 

THIRD, THE POWER:, “Who 
redeemeth thy life from destruc- 
tion.” Sin exerts an enslaving 
power, each sin weaving a thread 
in the rope that binds us until 
the sinner is completely in bond- 
age to habit. God pity that girl 
who first starts to pet or that boy 
who takes his first drink! Sow 
an act ang you reap a habit; sow 
a habit and you reap a character; 
sow a character and you reap a 
destiny. 

We need more than an atone- 
ment. It takes life to redeem 
life, power to resist power. Sin 
is a ceaseless, undying power in 
our lives and we need a living 
Saviour to combat it. Many 
drowning men have been rescued, 
but no drowning man was ever 
yet rescued by a corpse. When 
a ship is to be directed through 
treacherous shallows it will not 
do to have a corpse at the helm. 
My friends, a dead Christ cannot 
do, but my Bible says of Jesus, 
“He is able also to save them to 
the uttermost that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them” (Heb. 
7:25). P 

Years ago a Chinese came to this 
country and a Christian woman, 
seeking his conversion, extracted 
a promise from him to commit to 
memory the first three chapters 
of the Gospel according to John. 
Three days later he was at her 
door with the glory of God on his 
face. Said he, “I knocked One 


day at the door of Buddha, but all 


I heard was the hollow echo of a 
tomb. I tried again at the door 
of Mohammed and asked con- 
cerning the dynamic of his faith, 
but there was no answer, The 
whole world knows where he lies 
buried. I sought of Confucius, 
but the dust of the centuries has 
gathered about his tomb and there 
was no answer. But when I 
started to reag this Book I was 
seized with the  over-whelming 
conviction that its Author was not 
dead but alive! I could not stop 
with the three chapters, but read 
on. The story of His death took 
all the heart out of me, but when 
I read of His resurrection it cor- 
roborated what my heart hag al- 
ready told me, and I have accepted 
Him as my Saviour.” | 

With every drop of blood in me, 
I say, Thank God for a risen 
Saviour! I am not saved by a 
doctrine, but by a Person, a living 
Person! He forgives sins, He 
bears burdens, He works miracles. 
No wonder the Father named Him 
Jesus! 


The Power of the Name 

“Thou shalt call his-nanie Jesus.” 
What other name is there to match 
this? It is the gracious name 
which is woven into all our 
prayers and which is mingled with 
our highest praises. It is the name 
which it is my highest privilege 
and my most sacred duty to 
proclaim. 

As Fisher, Bishop of Rochester, 
stepped from the Tower of London 
towarg the” scaffold that awaited 
him, he opened his Greek New 
Testament and prayed that God 
might direct him. His eyes 
alighted upon this verse, “This is 
life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent.” 
Instantly he closed the Book, say- 
ing, “Praise the Lord! That is 
sufficient for me now and through 
eternity.” 


“Thou shalt call fis name Jesus.” 
It is in that name divine that we 
sanctify the dearest relationships 
on earth. There is néthing which 
that name has not halloweg and 
glorified. The commonest things 
of earth have taken on a higher 
and holier meaning than they ever 
had before or ever could have had 
without Him. A virtue flowed out 
of Him into everything that He 
touched. Has not labor become 
nobler. since He toiled at a car- 
penter’s bench?. Has not woman- 
Phood been elevated since a daugh- 
ter of earth held the Son of God 
(beneath her heart? -Has_ not 
penitence taken on a new meaning 
since He forgave Peter? 

I wish you could see that as I 
see it. The glorious news of the 
resurrection falls on- Peter’s ear, 
but he only bows his head in 
abysmal grief. ‘Suppose He is 
raised from the dead? What good 
does that do me? I denied Him. 
I cursed. No one would ever want 
me in the church again. Nobody 
would ever want to hear me 
preach. No; I really loveq Him, 
but who'd believe me now?’ Then 
certain women came and said that 
they had seen the Lord and that 
He had said to them, “Go tell my 
disciples and Peter! Go tell old 
Peter that I still love Him!” 

I don’t know what that does to 
you, but that statement of my 
Saviour’s got such a hold on my 
heart strings that as I thought 
about it I just couldn’t remain 
seated. I found myself pacing up 
and down like a lion, just praising 
God with a full heart. I had to 
do something or burst. Can't you 
just see it? Peter denies the 
Lord, but the blessed Son of God 
saw his heart and said, “He. still 
loves me.”” Again came the denial, 
and at last the cursing. Was 
Peter lost? Not on your life! 
Who said so? Christ did! “I have 
prayed for thee that thy faith fail 
not.” Peter’s faith never failed 
him, though his courage did. 
What a Saviour!

victory? Has not the grave be- 
come brighter since He rose from 
His, leaving behind the light which 
shines in every graveyard? And 
has not the cross itself, the very 
symbol of shame and degradation, 
been transfigured into an emblem 
of all that is dearest to the Chris- 
tion heart and holiest in_ the 
Christian faith? 


Not only things, but persons 
have been transfigured, Sinners 
became saints, fishermen became 
apostles, and. publicans became 
disciples. As many as touched 
Him were made whole and to as 
many “as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the 
sons of God.” 


Yes, “He shall save his people 
from their sins.” He wrought a 
complete victory for us and that 
victory has been enshrined in a 
name. Paul understood that; there- 
fore his preaching was not so much 
a disquisition on some subject as 
it was preaching Christ. Listen 
while he states his theme: “For 
I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified.” When 
he considered the law it is to let 
us know that “Christ is the end 
of the law for righteousness to 
every one that believeth.” Is it 
justification? Then he mentions 
our “being justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus.” Is it sancti- 
fication? “Wherefore Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people 
with his own blood, suffered with- 
out the gate.” For enduement he 
simply says, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengthen- 
eth me.” For rules of living, “To 
me fo live is Christ.”” And when he 
seeks a motive for service he can 
only say, “The love of Christ con- 
straineth me.” 


Perhaps some skeptic will ob- 
serve that Jesus was Oriental and 
we Occidental. He was pastoral, 
we are industrial. He was spir- 
itual, but we material. He had no 
concern for laboratories nor 
libraries. .He was two thousand 
years from us in time and more 
than that in thought, ang we may 
well ask, “Art thou he that should 
come, or look we for another ?” 

Over a decade ago I went to the 
humble cottage of.a couple of my 
elderly church members. The little 
lady was dying and crying Out in 
considerable agony. As I took 
her old, tired, thin hand in mine, 
I said, “Let’s forget about the 
pain, if we can, and let’s think 
about the Lord Jesus.” She 
quieted down like a child and, 
realizing that the end was near, 
I said to her, “Let not your ‘heart 
be troubled: ye believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me, In my Father's 
house are many mansions: if it 
were not so I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself.” I 
got no further. Suddenly a thrill 
passed through her body. Her 
face lighted up as the face of the 
dying Stephen.must have done, 
and she cried out, “Look! Look! 
Jesus is coming! Jesus is coming! 
Jesus is coming! The past is all 
under the blood. My sins are al) 
gone.” Then calling her husband 
to her side she cried, “Look, John! 
Jesus is coming! Can't you see 
Him? Oh, look! His arms are 
open, and He’s come for me. Let 
me go, Dear; I want to go!” 

That day showed me what the 
name of Jesus can mean to a 
person. “Neither is there salva- 
tion in any other; for there is 
none other name under heaven 
given among men whereby we 
must be saved.” “Whosoever shall 
call upon the name.of the Lord 
shal] be saved” (Rom. 10:13).

heart! We are told that He ‘“‘need- 
ed not that any should testify of 
man: for he knew what was in 
man” (John 2:25). I think that 
river of compassion that welled 
up in the heart of the Saviour and 
flowed continually grew partly out 
of His knowledge of the longings 
of the human heart. He looked on 
the people, restless, unsatisfied, 
like sheep having no shepherd. He 
knew, even far better than did 
the people themselves, the inex- 
pressible longings, the sad re- 
morse, the haunting fears, the 
longing for peace that welled up 
in hearts around Him, And Jesus 
found that many people sought 
Him out and longed to be saved. 

There was a woman who came 
in, uninvited, to kneel behind Jesus 
as He reclined On a couch at din- 
ner in the home of Simon _ the 
Pharisee, as we are told in Luke 
7:36-50. She was a sinful woman, 
we suppose an abandoned harlot. 
Certainly she was notorious. She 
could not put into words the long- 
ing of her heart for purity, for 
forgiveness, and yet as she wept 
over the feet of the Saviour and 
then wiped the tears from His 
dusty feet with her hair, Jesus 
knew all] her heart. He read her 
penitence. He saw her face and 
saiq to her, “Thy sins are for- 
given.” And again He said, “Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace.” She was one of those 
whose wordless cry was, “Sir, we 
would see Jesus.” 

But if that poor, sinful woman 
was down-and-out, Zacchaeus, the 
rich publican, was up-and-out, In 
Luke 19:2-4 we are told, 

“And, behold, there was a man 
named Zacchaeus, which was the 
chief among .the publicans, and 
he was rich. And he sought to 
see Jesus who he was; and could 
not for the press, because he was 
little of stature. And he ran be- 
fore, and climbed up into a syca- 
more tree to see him: for he was 
to pass that way.” 


As Jesus walked down the road,. 


He was loaking for men like Zac- 
chaeus;. I wish I always were! 
Jesus looked.up in the tree and 
said to. Zacchaeus, “Zacchaeus, 
make haste, and come down; for 
to day I myst abide at thy house.” 
And we are-told, “And-he made 
haste,, and came down, and re- 
ceived him, joyfully.” Then Jesus 
said that salvation had come that 
day to the house of Zacchaeus. 
Zacchaeus had his longing ful- 
filled! Zacchaeus found the an- 
swer to his cravings, found what 
all his riches could never give! He 
was one Of those whose hearts 
cried out, “Sir, we would see 
Jesus,” | 

None of the disciples believed 
that the woman at the well of 
Sychar was a good prospect for 
the gospel. None of the apostles 
expected her to be saved. She 
was a Samaritan for one thing, and 
she lived in sin for another, and 
they did not dream of trying to 
break down the barrier of pre- 
judice that separated Samari- 
tans and Jews. But this very 
woman, no doubt, and other hun- 
gry hearts. of the town, were the 
reason why we are told in John 
4:4, “And he must needs go 
through Samaria.”” No sooner had 
the matter been cleared up that 
one was to worship God in truth, 
that is, in the heart, until she 
mentioned her longing for the 
Messiah, and Jesus was ready to 
say, “I that speak unto thee am 
he” (John 4:26). She needed no 
pleading! A thousand times she 
had longed for a way out of her 
shameful life, a way to peace of 
heart, forgiveness of sins, and 4 
hope of salvation. On the spot 
she was instantly converted and 
ran to tell others, and brought the 
whole town, nearly, out to see 
Jesus. And many were saved be- 
fore they got to Him, so hungry 
were their hearts! 

That only illustrates forcibly the 
Saviour’s word that “the harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers 
are few,” in Luke 10:2, or His 
Statement at that very time about 
the little town of Sychar, that “‘be- 
hold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to har- 
vest” (John 4:35). Hundreds of 
hearts in that little Samaritan 


town longed and cried out, as soon 
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as they knew about Jesus, “Sir, 
we would see Jesus.” 

It is true that many sought 
Jesus for healing and many to hear 
His teaching and many from idle 
curiosity. But underneath the idle 
curiosity or the selfish desires of 
the people was this hunger in the 
hearts of many for God and peace 
and salvation, God’s Holy Spirit 
had spoken to them. Their need 
called for Him. They ri€eded 
Jesus. As soon as they well knew 
about Him they wanted Him! 

How wonderful is the story of 
Cornelius an@ his household as 
related in the tenth chapter of 
Acts. Here was a man who 
prayed, who fasted, who gave his 
money, who sought Gog with all 
his heart. His was no satisfied 
formalism, His was no heathen 
nor man-made religion. His was 
the sincere seeking of a contrite 
heart after God. There were no 
Christians near, so God sent an 
angel from Heaven to tell him to 
send over to the town of Joppa 
and there get Simon Peter to come 
and tell him words whereby he 
and his household could be saved! 

I have chuckled many times at 
Peter’s report of how Cornelius 
and his household were. saved. 
Peter said) “And ag I began to 
speak, the Holy Ghost fell on 
them, as on us at the beginning” 
(Acts 11:15). Peter, as he made 
that long journey to see Cornelius, 
had plenty of time to think about 
the sermon he would preach. He 
would start out with this theme— 
that all the Old Testament 
prophecies showed that the Saviour 
would come and that when one 
should put his trust in this Saviour, 


his sins would be forgiven. But 
Peter only stated his theme; he 
never got time to prove it. As 


soon as Peter said, “To him give 
all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosover be- 
lieveth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins,” Cornelius, his 
family and his servants were all 
saved! No one had to warn them 
of.the danger of delay! No one 
had to plead with them to sur- 
render! All they needed was 
just that someone should tell them 
to trust in Christ and be 
saved! The rest of Peter’s ser- 
mon could be savéd for another 
‘time! 

An unhappy heart is often found 
in the midst of violence and blas- 
phemy. That poor jailer who 
thrust Paul and Silas into the 
inner prison, made their feet fast 
in stocks and locked them up 
without their supper, did not act 
like a man obsessed with the sense 
of his guilt, a man longing to be 
saved, but evidently that was the 
state of his heart. And _ there 
when he haq heard Paul and Silas 
pray and sing Psalms, or when he 
was suddenly waked by the earth- 
quake, he could find peace no 
longer, but inquired of Paul and 
Silas, “Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” It was simple to tell 
him, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house,’- and the whole 
family was saved that night, was 
paptized, and rejoiced in the Lord. 
That wicked heart was a white 
harvest, though one would hardly 
have suspected it. In the most 
unlikely places people are hungry 
for God and want salvation. 

Oh, do you suppose that when 
Jesus told the story of the lost 
sheep, there was no one who 
realizeq he was lost? Doesn't a 
poor sheep, bleating away in the 
dark, know he is lost? When 
Jesus told about the boy who 
played the fool and went into a 
far country and wasted his sub- 
stance with harlots, and came to 
the hog-pen of poverty and shame 
and want—-do you suppose that He 
did not know the longing of multi- 
tudes of human hearts? Do you 
suppose that one who has played 
the fool, wasted his money, ruined 
his health, brought shame and dis- 
grace on his family, does not know 
when he comes to the hog-pen that 
he is a, fool? Jesus said, “The 
harvest truly is great.” 


Multitudes Today Can Easily 
Be Won 

As it’was in' Bible times, so it 

is today. There are millions of 

sinners. who would rejoice with 

great joy today if they knew how 

to have peace and forgiveness 


and salvation! Many see that 


Sin leads to present ruin, ‘and 
eternal damnation. Many see 
that the wages of sin is death 
and that the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard, 


One day on a Santa Fe train 
to Kansas City, I descended from 
my upper berth in the Pullman 
car, and after bathing and dress- 
ing, sat in the lounge car. “Some 
one may think I am showing off 
my religion,” I thought, but after 
some hesitation, I opened my 
brief case and took out my Bible 
and began my morning readings. 
I had a specially good time in 
the eighth chapter of Romans, 
considering especially verse 32, 
and then I went into the dining 
car to eat my breakfast. Other 
men waited in line with me, and 
then three of us were assigned 
to the same table. I put my Bi- 
ble under my seat. When I left, 
I noticed that one man, who had 
sat across the table from me, 
followed. I could not find a sin- 
gle seat in the coaches and I 
went back through the diner to 
the lounge car and the stranger 
followed me. When I found a 
Seat, he sat beside me. At last, 
rather puzzled, I spoke to him 
and he said, “I saw you had a 
Bible. Are you a—a minister ?”’ 
He was hesitant. He seemed to 
feel I might not like to talk 
about the matter. I assured him 
that I was a minister and im- 
mediately I asked him, “Are you 
a Christian?” 


“No, I am not,” he said, “and 
I am in awful trouble. I have 
just lost my wife and she is on 
this train. I am taking her back 
to California where her father is 
a minister. She was aie good 
Christian. She was too good for 
this world. Now if I could only 
know that she had forgiven me 
for any lack on my part and that 
I could meet her in Heaven, I 
would be so happy!”

Evangelist Kenneth Chapman of 
1235 N. St. Louis Street. West 
Plains) Missouri, a graduate of 
Moody Institute, an earnest 
preacher, sends the following very 
happy report of a tent meeting 
which resulteqd in many  con- 
versions and organization of a 
church;

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Bible and consistently made the 
highest grade in the class, higher 
even than young ministers, When 
I asked him, in his senior year, 
“Herbert, don’t you want to be a 
Christian?” he replied, “Of course 
I want to be a Christian!

And after he was saved he 
wept on my shoulder and said, 
“Nobody cared whether I was 
saved or not!”

Multitudes of people know they 
can never be what they them- 
selves long to be, until they are 
converted. 

In the Capitol Hotel in Am- 
arillo, Texas, late one Sunday 
night after the evening service, 
three other preachers and I were 
in one room when the telephone 
rang, and a man in another room 
asked for somebody to pray for 
him. We asked him to come 
down to our room and he came. 
He had made $26,000 the previous 
year, but his wife had quit him 
because of his drinking, life had 
become unbearable, and Re had 
tried three times to commit sui- 
cide. I will never forget how the 
tears fell on the carpet and that 
young man, less than thirty, 
prayed, “O, God, help me to be 
the good boy my mother wanted 
me to be!” His pitiful confession 
of sin, his contrite_pleading for 
mercy, his glad acceptance of the 
Saviour, remind me that all about 
us are multitudes who could be 
won if only we went after them. 

I preached in the Evansville 
Rescue Mission, Evansville, Indi- 
ana, one Sunday afternoon on the 
duty of soul winning. A regis- 
tered nurse went to the Welburn- 
Walker Hospital to night Guty | 
and said in her heart, “Brother 
Rice says I have blood on my 
hands! Oh, I have sinned in not 
warning people. iI must try to 
win somebody tonight.’’ In the 
first room she went to and asked, 
“Are you a Christian ?”’ the 
woman sat bolt upright in bed 
and began to weep. She had had 
a major operation, but her fever 
did not go down. She would not 
Sleep at night and the night be- 
fore she had not even allowed the 
nurse to turn out the light in her 
room. Now she told the nurse 
that it was not the operation, it 
was not her health, but that her 
heart felt so guilty that she was 
afraid she would go to Hell if 
She went to sleep. “Oh, if I only 
had somebody to pray for me!” 
she said. I came the next morn- 
ing, and have never seen a more 
eager case. How giadly she 
seized on the story of salvation, 
as a drowning man clutches a 
Straw, or as a_ starving man 
reaches for bread! She was won- 
derfully saved, as soon as she 
could ‘understand how simple it 
was to trust in Jesus Christ. 

No doubt there are thousands, 
some of them very near to you, 


whose hearts cry out, “Sir, we 
would see Jesus.”’ 
Down in thé human heart, 


crushed by the tempter, 
Feelings lie buried. that 
grace can _ restore.
